I have received your message dated October 26, 
and express my appreciation of vuur noble concern. 


Cuba is preparsd to discuss as fully as may be 
necessary, its differences with the United States and 
to do everything in its power, in cooperation with 
the United Nations, to resolve the present crisis. 
However, it flatly rejects the violation of the 
sovereignty of our country involved in the naval 
blockade, an- act of force and war committed by the 
United States against Cuta. In addition, it flatly 
rejects the presumption ef the United States to 
determine what actions we are entitled to take within 
our country, what kind of arms we consicer appropriate 
for our defense, what relations we are tec have witn 
the USSF, and what international policy steps we 
are enticled to take within the rules and laws 
governing relations bes ween the peoples of the world 
and the principles governing the United Nations, in 
order to guarantee our own security and sovereignty. 
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he Revolutionary Government of Cuha would be 
prepared to eccept the compromises tnat you request 
as efforts in favor of peace, provided “ταῦ at the 
same time, wnils negotiations are in progress, the 
United States Government desists from threats and 
aggressive actions egainst Cuba, including the naval 
blockade Ο our country.
